" Yon will tee, from the enclosed noti- 
fication, that you nr* for the present re- 
lieved from the nereis* ot your consular 
judicial function*, and in the event uf 
War. nr petitions (in English or Chinese) 
referring to dispute*, or containing com- 
plaint*, being presented to yon, you will 
(unlets they should be of the moit trivial 
nature) write upon them 'Referred to the 
»i*i*t«nt-»upenutendriit,' &c. and sign 
your name, 

"You will bold themastertof all vessels 
responsible to yon for the orderly and 
peaceable behaviour of their boat*' crews, 
or any other persons belonging to their re- 
spective ships, who may visit Canton ; 
and no ' liberty men* are to go up to thit 
city without your previous permission, ob- 
tained iu writing, in answer to ad applica- 
tion, specifying the number (of the 
propriety nf which yon are to consider 
yourself the judge), and distinetly pro- 
mising and stating that an officer will ac- 
company such liberty men, to took after 
nnd control the seamen or Lascars, sa the 
case may be. 

" In any instance where you rritv dis- 
cover tint teamen or other* are at Canton 
on liberty, without yonr permission and 
the previous stipulation* (above adverted 
to) having been Complied with, yon will 
request the commander of her Majesty's 
•bap which will be stationed at Whampon 
to support your authority, to have the 
seamen or other* forthwith tent bank to 
their ship*, and you will report the cir- 
cumstance to me ihst 1 may adopt such 
further step* a* the case may rail for. 
You will at the same time intimate to the 
master, owner, or consignee of the tcskI 
from which the seamen or other* unau- 
thorised!? come, that all eipenar* attend- 
ing the removal of the teamen or other* 
from Canton will be charged to the ship 
to which they belong, and will be reco- 
rered before she is allowed to tad. 

" In rate* of petty frays ov assaults, or 
■ intone and drunken conduct (unattended, 
however, with any marked degree of vio- 
lence), in which you may be nf opinion that 
the end* of justice will be obtained, and a 
sufficient example will be made, by fining 
the offender any sum not exceeding ten dol- 
lars, or confining him for a period not ex- 
ceeding five days, you have ray authority to 
summarily decide in such cases, without 
even recording the evidence, merely nuking 
a memorandum of the fact in a book to be 
kept for the purpose : but in all eases 
where you may consider the offence to call 
for more serious notice, you will, with the 
assistance of the captain of Her Majesty' i 
ship base the offender placed in confine- 
ment until a formal investigation can be 
held, and for which I will arrange on bear- 
ing the particular* from yoti. 

" Should you obttii positive and incon- 
trovertible proof (hat any British merchant 
ship on the river ha* bean, or is. engaged 
in imuggling, or evading the payment of 
the just duet of the Chinee* Govern- 
ment, at laid down in the tariff and regu- 
lation nf trade, you will take imme- 
diate measure* for intimating the same to 
the Chinese high officers, nnd officers of 
customs, in order that they may, if they

Should any of these boat people, 
whila engaged in conveying good* lor 
English merchants, fraudulently abscond 
with the property, llie Chinese authorities

a special officer to be present at the trans- 
shipment. If any one presumes to trans- 
ship without such per in i si inn being uked 
for and obtained, the whole of the gncda 
*o illicitly Ivans-shipped will be confiscated. 

XII. BunonnrNATi Comsulau Orri- 
aan. — At any place selected lor the 

age of the English merchant ships, 
may be appointed a subordinate 
consular officer of approved good con- 
duct to exercise due control over the 
seamen and others. He mutt exert him- 
self to prevent quarrels between the English 
teaman and natives, this being or Ut* 
ntenott importance- Should anything of 
the kind unfortunately take place, he will 
in like manner do hi* best to arrange it 
amicably.

• Chinese, he ssutt first proceed to the 
tBs it a l et* and Mats his grievance. The 
aon a ul will thereupon inquire into the 
merit* i f the case, and do hit utmost to 
krreageit **a*a>Uy. In like m. 
a Chinese have renon to complain of a 
Biittah subject, he shall no lea* listen tn 
hi* comphriat, and endeavour to settle it 
in I friendly manner. If so 
merchant have occasion to address the 
Chinese authorities, he shall send such 
address through the consul, who will tee 
that the bngtttge it becoming, eud if 
otherwise, will direct it to be changed, nr 
will refuse to convey the address, If 
Milfoil unite) j any disputes take place of 
such a nature that the consul cannot 
arrange them amicably, then be shall 
request the aaaisUace of a Chinese officer 
that they may together examine into the 
merit* of the caw, and decide it equitably. 
Regarding the punishment of English 
criminals, the Lughsh Government will 
enact the laws necessary to attain that end, 
end the consul will be empowered to put 
them in force ; sod regarding the punish- 
ment of Chinese criminal*, these will 
he tried and punished by their own law*, 
ra the way provided for by the corresptm- 
ttenee which taut place at Nankin after 
the coneiuding of the peace.
